DSU SIFE wins regional 
championship 


Dakota State University’s SIFE team won its second 
regional championship in three years on March 26 at the SIFE 
Regional Competition in Minneapolis. 

The team will join approximately 150 other teams from 
around the U.S. in the national championship in Chicago May 
13/15. The winner of the championship will compete in the 
SIFE World Cup in Singapore in the fall. 

DSU’s SIFE team presented its work before a room filled 
with other competitors and was evaluated by 20 judges re¬ 
viewing their projects, annual reports and statistical details. 

“The team received the judges’ evaluations after the com¬ 
petition was complete and found them to be uniformly posi¬ 
tive and supportive of their projects and presentation skills,” 
said Dr. Jack Walters, DSU SIFE faculty advisor. “It was a 
solid win and one of the best SIFE presentations I have seen, 
including major national competitors the first time we went to 
Nationals in ’06.”
